It was the story of Bofferty 
Boggs. a plumber, who was sent to 
repair the pipe, which led to the 
investigation and decision, that the 
heat caused the flames which lib-

Bogg told the authorities ‘he 
found the fireproof door to the 
vault open and the place where 
the films were kept, full of steam, 
presumably from a leaky pipe. He 
was unable to find the leak, how- 
ever, and finally noticed a brown 
sticky substance on the. ceiling 
from which steam seemed to be 
issuing. 

He used a fire extinguisher with 
no effect and was overcome a few 
minutes later by the gas. As he 
was attempting to crawl out of the 
room, Bogg said, an explosion 


lifted him through the door and 
he eventually reached the outside,

the experience.

4346 PLANES MADE LAST YEAR 
IN U. S., COSTING $43,812,318 


Production in 1927 Estimated at 
1995 Ships, Valued at 
$14,504,999.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—A to- 
tal of 4346 airplanes, seaplanes and 
amphibian planes valued at $43,- 
812,318 were manufactuged in the 
United States last year, while 164 
aircraft valued at $507,670 were 
rebuilt or reassembled. 

The figures have been compiled 
by the aeronautics branch of the 
Department of Commerce from re- 
ports of aircraft manufacturers 
representing 95 per cent of the 
industry. No statistics for previous 
years were made by that agency, 
but the Census Bureau placed the 
production of airplanes in the 
United States during 1927 at 1888, 
valued at $12,224,979, while 107 
seaplanes valued at $2,280,020 were 
manufactured.

At 80 she was’ tutoring four

How She Won the War, and Other Items

NEARLY shot my stage career 
|: pieces by taking a trip to 

London. Did you ever try that 
British boiled beef and ale” I did! 
I went for it in a big way and 
came back to New York weighing 
200 pounds and looking as big as 
a California redwood tree. 

Sam Shubert nearly collapsed 
when I walked in on him. First 
he stared, then he stood up and 
walked ‘round and ‘round me, to 
see if it could be true. Dropping 
into his chair, he shook his head 
sadly and said: 

“I wanted you for the ‘Passing 
Show,’ but I can’t use that much 
of you.” 


“Can you use me,” I asked. “if 
I knock off about 70 pounds?” 

“Sure!” he said, “but you'll 
never meke it.” 

“Watch me, baby,” I told him, 


and took the air. 

Lillian Russell had given me her 
reducing secret. Here it is, and 
any of my readers who want to 
use it are welcome. It was 50 
cents’ worth of alcohol (a quart 
and a half in those days, but only 
a drink now), 10 cents’ worth of 
iodine and 10 cents’ worth of alum. 

It took me two months, rubbing 
this mixture over my body every 
day, to peel off 70 pounds and grab 
my old job in the “Passing Show.” 

A $200,000 Story. 

Now I’m going to tell you one 
of the reasons why I always have 
a warm spot in my heart for the 
gentlemen of the press. When the 
show played in California a report- 
er who had seen me just after re- 
turning from England wrote a 
front-page yarn about the actress 
who had looked like the fat lady 
in a circus and had reduced to 
normal gize in a couple of months. 

That newspaper story started me 
on the way to making $200,000. 
Walter Cunningham read the pa- 
per at Coronado and wired me an 
offer of $10,000 for the antifat 
secret. 

“Fifty-fifty,” was my return 
wire, and Walter and I went into 
the reducing business. We had a 
factory where the dime-a-dozen 
ingredients were mixed and the 
color extracted from the iodine. 
With plenty of big names on in- 
dorsements, the Texas Guinan re- 
ducing treatment went over with 
a bang and we cleaned up in a 
year. 

Geraldine Farrar used the stuff 
and liked it. Tetrazzini wanted to 
try it, but was afraid it would 
hurt her throat, so she stayed 
stout. 

That chemical] business gave the 
Federal Government its first shot 
at me. Al] it took was the World 
War to give me the works. It was 
in 1915 that I took another trip to 
Europe with an entertainment 
mob to sing for the soldiers. 

The price of alcohol had been 
boosted, and Cunningham had 
broken out with the idea of using 
less alcohol and more alum to 
keep up our profits. As a result, 
ef his helpful idea, there was an

Well, there was a Federal in- 
’ That scared me in 
these days. Cunningham took the 
air and when I came back I was 
introduced to a Federal jury and 
an $80,000 bundle of debts. I 
proved I had no part in giving all 
these people the itch, but I had 
to kick in and settle all the dam- 
age suits. 

I never saw so many summonses. 
Every time I ran down the aisle 
of a theater and kissed a bald- 
headed man, he would stick a sum- 
mons down the back of my gown. 
The lawyers were smart people. 
They always used bald process 
servers to get me. Anyway, they 
cured me of playing with the anti- 
fat racket. 

Then the United States got into 
the war. I gathered five enter- 
tainers and a four-man band and 
peat it to Europe. President Wil- 
son gave us letters to Osley Brown, 
of the Military Police of Paris, and 
the Brigadier-General, who was 
American boss of railroads over 
there. 

All over France we trouped, sing- 
ing and dancing for soldiers in 
camps and hospitals and Germans 
in prison. A year of it was all I 
could stand. I came home sick 
at heart after the sights I had seen. 

But my brothers and a lot of 
my friends joined up with the One 
Hundred and Forty-fifth Infantry, 
the Sunshine Division, and I took 
my mob back to follow the outfit 
wherever it went. Kenneth Har- 
lan and lots of other actors were 
in the division. 


A Wartime Tragedy. 

Soldiers all over France wrote 
to me, acdressing their notes: “Tex- 
as Guinan, France.” One dough- 
boy wrote: “Texas Guinan, care of 
the World War.” 

Home again. All America rocked 
by war and busy raising money to 
carry on. New York doing its pit. 
The Lambs and the Friars had a 
huge parade of all the actors in 
town to boost one Liberty loan. 

De Wolf Hopper and I rode 
elephants from the Hippodrome, 
scooping up money and checks all 
along Broadway and Fifth avenue. 
I'l never forget stopping in front 
of the Union League Club, where a 
lot of prosperous-looking men were 
sitting in the windows. I rode my 
elephant onto the sidewalk and 
climbed in the window, tumbling 
Into somebody's lap. 

T came out with a handful of 


checks, one of them for 31000, and 
believe me, I was proud of that 
stunt, for it took an elephant and 
a World War to get a woman in- 
side that clubhouse. With my hat- 
pin I speared the $1000 check to 
my riding trousers and 
aboard my elephant.

In front of the Claridge, then 
the gathering place for actors, 
Jumbo began to act up worse than 
the wildest bronco. He snorted, 
bucked and reared, and did his best 
to toss me overboard. Every time 
he knelt I would slide down his 
neck. When he reared, it threw 
me down to this tail. But I had 
a reputation to save, so I hung 
on desperately while a mob, in- 
cluding Gene Buck, Lowell Sher- 
man, Raymond Hitchcock, Tommy 
Meighan and Tony Moreno, leaned 
out the windows and cheered or 
hooted or jeered. 


A little Englishman saved the 
day for me. Dashing through the 
mob, he yelled:

I didn’t know what he was talk- 
ing about and I was mad. He 
finally made me understand that 
the hatpin in the $1000 check 
was jabbing the elephant’s skin.

Poor Jumbo had 
done his act half a dozen times 
under the prodding of the hatpin 
and was tired of it. I took the hat- 
pin out of the danger zone and he 
behaved as well as any elephant in 
the zoo.

WOMAN was “brought to 
A court in an action for slander. 

From the facts it appeared 
that some rash statements had been 
made about the plaintiff. These 
remarks were actionable per se by 
statute. THe law provides the con- 
ditions under which remarks are 
slanderous. Under the common 
law mere spoken words of deéfa- 
mation were not indictable. Statute 
made it so. 

Sometimes even the truth broad- 
cast in a manner causing damage 
to a person's future would be held 
slander in the court. 

A woman’s reputation means 
more to her than anything in the 
world if she is the right sort of 
woman. In most communities to 
impute: unchastity it is not neces- 
sary to show special damages 
when the words are objectionable 
per sé. 


tion of the plaintiff previous to 
the utterance of the alleged slan- 
der. Actions of this sort are usual- 
ly for money damages. Therefore 
the amount of damages is estimat- 
ed by the amount of damage done. 
A woman whose reputation is bad 
will not suffer the same degrada- 
tion as one of good repute. 

Words of malice are very serious 
and are punishable by law. In 
considering how the hurt can be 
healed, the action in court de- 
pends upon the general reputation 
of the injured party. Since the 
amount of damage involved gov- 
erns the amount recovered, the 
Court takes into consideration the 
defendant’s station in life. This is 
allowed on the theory that the 
words of a rich and powerful man 
have more weight in the com- 
munity at large than the words of 
one who is not of that character. 
A more important person making 
Statements carries more weight 
than one who is unimportant. 

In speaking of people it would 
be well to adopt the old policy. If 
one cannot say anything good of 
any one, it is best to say nothing. 
Many people use their tongues

well as women forget that in talk- 
ing too much, whether truth or 
untruth, they are stirring up a 
lot of unhealthy thoughts.
